Two new programs in the arts will 
be offered at Clarke beginning this 
fall. A major in arts management and 
a Bachelor of Fine Arts (BFA) degree 
were both approved at last week's Edu- 
cational Policy meeting. 

The arts management program will 
combine coursework in arts manage- 
ment, business administration, com- 
munication and other related disci- 
plines with internship experiences. 
Students with an arts management de- 
gree will be trained for careers in the- 
ater, museum and orchestra manage- 
ment, public relations, audience de- 
velopment and other aspects of arts 
administration. 

Arts management students. will 
choose between taking a double major 
in arts management with either art, 
music or drama/speech; and taking a 
major in art, music or drama/speech 
and a minor in arts management. 

David Fyten, who drew up the arts 
management program for che) will 
supervise the progam, Fyten, director 
of college-information, said the pro-

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COURIER COMMENT 
Homecoming changes _ 
supported by Courier 


At an all-student meeting Tuesday, Clarke Student Associa- 
tion officers asked for student input on homecoming for 1980. 
Since homecoming becomes a time of competition between 
Clarke and Loras each year rather than a time of cooperation’ 
and good spirit, alternatives for change were discussed. 

Courier agrees with the suggestion that Clarke should with- 
draw from the homecoming queen contest and the joint float- 
building contest. Clarke students should be free to participate in 
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. other activities so there will not be a complete separation of the 


two schools at homecoming. 

Clarke and Loyas still depend on each other — not as much as 
in past years — but there should be some ties maintained, espe- 
cially for the alumnae who attended Clarke or Loras when there 
was a closer relationship between the two schools. 

It is foolish to pretend at homecoming every year that Clarke 
and Loras are still as close as in the past, but it is also foolish to 
pretend that there is no relationship. 

Therefore Courier supports a gradual change in homecoming 
activities; not a complete split, but a reflection of the gradual 
change in the Clarke/Loras relationship as a whole.

The win- 
ning entry, submitted by junior Susan 
Klein, was chosen from among sixteen 
names proposed by Clarke ‘students 
and staff in the “Name-Your-Maga- 
zine” contest. 

-  Klein’s entry was selected on the 
basis of a written statement justifying 
the appropriateness of the name 
“Catalyst.” Her statement was as fol- 
lows: a

Iam appalled at the extremely large 
hike in tuition and room rates. I ex- 
pected costs to go up due to inflation, » 
but I never thought the increase would 
be so tremendous. 

I don’t understand why the increase 
is so substantial this year, particularly 
when compared to the past few years. 
Unlike past years, enrollment is up. 
The addition of Saudi Arabians is an- 
other source of money.

The huge increase in room rates also 
disturbs me. Electricity and heating 
have gone up, but I don’t think this fact 
warrants a 3.4 percent to 8.3 percent 
hike. I've heard many complaints 
about extremely cold rooms; I dont 
think it’s fair that we should pay for 
something that’s not there. 

I'm sure I’m not the only one upset 
by this news. I wonder what parents are 
thinking, since the bombshell has un- 
doubtedly been dropped on them too. I 
certainly hope that the financial aid of- 
fice will give more aid to students. Be- 
cause of the recent circumstances, We 
need it now more than ever.
